Tips Still Secret 


LOS ANGELES (AP)—The real 
“hot tips” in the long-secret trans- 
cript conversations in Gambler 
Mickey Cohen’s home have not 
yet been made public. 

H. Leo Stanley, chief investi- 
gator for the district attorney’s 
office, disclosed this. He said in- 
vestigation of the gangland slay- 
ing of Benjamin (Bugsy) Siege!

Not Included 

Such information was not in- 
sluded in transcript excerpts pub- 
ished yesterday by Los Angeles 
and San Francisco newspapers. 

The newspapers also said de- 
tails of Cohen’s telephone conver- 
sations with persons in other cities 
were disclosed in the transcript. 
But these details were not given 
in published excerpts. 

Cohen, meanwhile, has disap- 
peared. His home reports him “out 
of town.”

Police Chief William Worton 
said he understood that copies of 
the transcript, which ‘leaked out” 
from an unidentified source, have 
been offered for sale for as much 
as $3,000. 


Czech Bishop 
Breaks Silence 


PRAGUE, (#) — Breaking a

The City of Ontario will regis- 
ter an official protest against Or- 
jange County’s water grab at- 
tempt but will defer further ac- 
tion on the matter until it can 
get authoritative reports on the 
deal.

This column yesterday expressed 
the view that the outcome of the 


parliamentary elections for a new 
government in Western Germany 
constitutes a rebirth of that na- 
tion—a beginning of its revival as 
a@ power. 


If we accept that as a valid 
premise it opens up startling pos- 
sibilities. Foremost is the strong 
probability that we shall see de- 
velopment of a fierce rivalry be- 
tween Germany and England for 
leadership of Western Europe. 


Britain already seems to be tak- 
ing note of this likelihood. For 
example: The London Daily Ex- 
press, after referring to charges 
of German abuse of the Allied oc- 
cupation powers, says bluntly: 


“Before it is too late the Bri- 
tish should get tough with the 


Germans, who have not given up 
the hope of working our humilia- 
tion and ruin, Great Britain’s 
authority must be restored and 
this will occur only when she is 
seen to be strong in her own 
right.” ‘

-The Daily Mail says: “German 
nationalism still lives and the in- 
fluence of the Nazis is still great. 


the Western Allies must be more 
careful than ever to keep a watch- 
ful eye on future trends.” 

Already Germany, which before 
the war was the economic key- 
stone of central Europe, is mak- 
ing remarkable strides toward re- 
covery. She was a great industrial 
nation, and bids fair to be one 
again in due course despite the 
penalties imposed on her by the 
Allies because of her aggression. 

Thus the prospective struggle 
will lie between two industrial 
powers, Here the similarity stops, 
however, for as things now are 
the contest will in effect be be- 
tween a socialist state and a 
capitalist state.

The new Germany stands poli- 
tically for free enterpries,” where- 
as Britain is in the midst of her 
“make or break’ experiment in 
socialistic government. Of course 
both regimes might change in new 
elections, but that’s the present 
situation.

New Pension 
Benefits for 
War Veterans 


Veterans and dependents of de- 
ceased veterans who, 
to Pearl Harbor Day, became eli- 
gible for pension or compensation 
benefits but were prevented from 
making application due to enemy 
action, may receive retroactive 
awards under a recently-approved 
law, Veterans Administration said 
today. 


Existing law contains 
limits for applying which govern 
the effective date of the award. 
For example, if the dependents 
of a veteran who died from serv- 
ice-connected causes file claim 
within a year, the compensation 
payments are made retroactive to 
the date he died; otherwise, the 
effective date is the date of ap- 
plication. 

For those persons who were in- 
terned or otherwise prevented by 
an enemy country from making 
application within the time limits 
prescribed, these time limits are 
waived.
